3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance : 

The prior art of records to Pugliese III, Yamazaki, 
Barclay, Goheen and all other cited references, taken alone or 
in combination, fails to teach or fairly suggest the specific 
structure or the method for checking a passenger and baggage 
into an airline flight comprising, among other things, requires 
a passenger to first obtains a boarding pass from a location 
inside the airport terminal, with the boarding pass including an 
indication of the number of bags to be checked, then requires 
the bags to be checked at a second location within the terminal 
in accordance with that indication on the boarding pass; a 
scanner and stored instructions to scan and interpret the 
boarding pass, only allowing bags to be checked if the passenger 
has checked in; one or more signs directing the passenger to 
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begin the check- in process at one or more of the kiosks before 
proceeding to the baggage drop station as set forth in the 
claimed combinations.
